A S E N S IB L E V I E W OK T U R P R O ­ 
H IB IT IO N Q U E ST IO N . 
A few days ago Mr. V. V. Barnes, 
chair mao of the, executive committee of 
the constitutional prohibition organiza­ 
tion of South Dakota, wrote a letter to 
the liev. Lyman Abbott, editor of the 
Christian Union, asking this question: 
"Are you opposed to prohibition on 
general principles ?” This question was 
based on the fact that Dr. Abbott did not 
follow in the lead of the third party pro­ 
hibitionists. This “grieved” the readers 
of the 
Christian 
Union in 
fckmth 
Dakota, so Mr. Barnes said. and he 
wondered whether Dr. Abbott was for­ 
saking the prohibition cause or not. The 
doctor was not slow in answering, and 
the letter he wrote to the chairman of the 
executive 
committee Lof £the South 
Dakota prohibition organization, is em­ 
inent for its sound ness, and should be 
read by every temperance reformer in 
the country. Here is the letter :— 
V. V. B anus, Esq., Chairman Executive 
Committee of Constitutional Prohibition 
Organization, Yankton, South Dakota:— 
D e a r S ir: —I must answer yur note of 
August 12th very brietly it I answer it at 
all. 
1. I am heart and soul with my fellow 
citizens in an earnest desire and resolute 
purpose to close the open saloon in 
America, and live in hope of the day 
when the pnblio drinking shops will be 
at least as rare a s 
ie now the public 
gambling hell. 
2. I thick there are some serious ob­ 
jections to prohibition as a means to this 
end, but they do not weigh in the bal­ 
ance, for a moment, against the objec­ 
tions to free, and an restrained eale of li­ 
quor. 
3. 
In 
some localities prohibition 
would simply result in the free, unre­ 
strained, and open sale of liquor. 
Such 
would be the ease in New York state. 
4. I am convinced from personal ob­ 
servation that in Massachusetts, New 
York, and Pennsylvania, and I think also 
in Ohio, Ind.ana, Illinois, and, indeed, rn 
most of the states which have large cities 
and large foreign populations, the policy 
which affords the best promise of re­ 
ducing the evils of the liquor traffic is 
the policy of a nigh license or high tax, 
with lccal option to the comity or town­ 
ship, so that the people of each locality 
who 
have to enforce the 
law may 
prohibit the saloon 
traffic 
if 
they 
choose, 
while 
in 
those 
locali­ 
ties in which they do not choose to pro­ 
hibit it, and in which, therefore, prohibi­ 
tion woald be a dead letter, that traffic 
shall be compelled to bear at least a part 
of the burden which it entails upon the 
community. 
In conclusion, let me add that you are 
at liberty to mata what use of this latter 
you see fit, presided you publish the 
whole of it. It will be evident to you 
that the publication of a part only would 
be unjust, because not a truthful repre­ 
sentation of my opinions.

There oould not be a higher states­ 
manlike position on the question of the 
third party movement than that taken 
by Dr. Abbott. It is a position demand­ 
ed by christianity, by common sense, by 
sim ple‘ justice, by everything that is 
honorable and fair in the temperance 
movement. 
There are certain states in 
which constitutional, prohibition cannot 
be secured. In them it is an impossibil­ 
ity to get a majority of the people to 
vote for a banishment of the saloon. The 
foreign vote is so large in some states, 
taking for instance those named by Dr. 
Abbott, that it is utterly impossible to 
carry prohibition in them. Then comes 
the supreme question, one that is just es 
sober as it is supreme. 
“Shall we have 
high license and the greatest restriction 
possible, or shall we have free trade, 
open, and unrestricted sale of liquor. ?” 
The third party prohibitionists canno 
escape this question. It is ever present 
with them. They know that rn many 
states prohibition is one cf the impossi­ 
bilities of the time. They certainly can­ 
not have any doubt on this point. With 
this solemn fact before them will they 
still 
demand 
that 
rather 
than 
have 
high 
license 
or 
restriction, 
or local option, they will have free, open 
and universal saloons? Is there any man 
or woman of sound mind who Is above 
prejudice and partisanship, in all thi6 
broad land, who will say that free whisky, 
free drinking—the evil running not­ 
ate tetter than any restrictive law? The 
powers of hell could not inflict a worse 
evil on any community in this day than 
that of a free flow of intoxicating liquors. 
It does seem that in the light of history 
and experience no man who bas any re­ 
gard for christian brotherhood or feels 
any religious or moral obligation resting 
upon 
him, would 
for one moment 
contend that it 
shall be 
prohibi­ 
tion 
or 
nothing. 
It 
is 
the 
duty of every citizen to work the best he 
can for this great temperance movement, 
to advance and take every inch of ground 
possible. If it cannot be prohibition, 
then local option; it not that, then the 
highest license and the greatest restric­ 
tion that can be secured. 
The third parly prohibitionists who 
**are clothed with curses as with a gar­ 
ment,” when they sit in judgment en 
high license and local option, are com­ 
mitting a crime against the temperance 
cause, and it is hoped that all such will 
take the time to read Dr. Abbott’s brief 
and pointed letter, for in it is the way to 
the beat temperance reform this country 
oan hope for.

tralia, and perhaps India, China and 
Japan, visiting the missionaries of those 
countries and endeavor to introduce the 
W. C. T. U . methods and to provide for 
a helpful interchange of sympathy and 
work (by which the influence of the 
gospel 
temperance 
movement 
shall 
eventually belt the world. 
May this 
earnest, gifted, christian lady beabund- 
ntly blessed in her gospel embassy, 
nd find a welcome in the hearts and 
homes of christians everywhere.

B a l t im o r e , Md., Fopt. 0 .—The six days’ 
celebration of tho anniversary of the de­ 
fense of Baltimore in our second war with 
Great Brittain begun hero Monday. 
Tho 
centennial portion of tho city was lavishly 
decorated, the hues of National and State 
colors mingling with those of the flags of 
foreign nations and the black and orange. 
President Harrison, Secretaries Windom 
and Tracy, and Marshall Ramsdell arrived 
from Washington and with Gov. Jackson, 
Mayor Latrobe, 
and othor notables re­ 
viewed a parade of 
m ilitary and civic 
societies from the 
grand 
stand. 
The 
President was enthusiastically recieved. 
The procession to the grand stand was 
led by the Governor and municipal offi­ 
cers. 
In it were numerous elaborate 
floats, conspicuous among them being war 
and peace floats escorted by descendants 
of the defenders of tho city carrying a 
fac-similo of the star-spangled 
banner 
mado by the women of Baltimore and im­ 
mortalized by Francis Scott Key’s national 
song. 
The war float was an allegorical 
picture of tho battlo of North Point. 
The 
Baltimore & Ohio floats—six in number— 
depicted the advance of railroading from 
tho single hoi se passenger coach to tho 
modern vestibule train. 
Tho typograph­ 
ical union had six floats representing the 
a rt of newspaper printing. 
Ono float in 
tho proeesssion cost $4,000 and six others 
cost |1 , OOO each. 
There were 15,000 mon and 1,000 floats 
in tho procession. 
After it had passed the 
reviewing stand the President was con­ 
voyed to the Rennert house, where a ban­ 
quet was spread. 
One hundred and fifty 
prominent citizens and guests were a t the 
table. 
Following tho dinner came a re­ 
ception at tho city hall, where the Presi­ 
dent shook hands with 2,500 mon, women 
and children. 
At 7:30 the President re­ 
turned to Washington. 
Ho was wildly 
cheered as he left tho city hall.

rison was in the city for a short time, blit

C h ic a g o , Sept. IO.—At 
4 :3 0 o’clock 
Monday afternoon Lawyer 
Forrest and 
vim* i men as yet unknown to the police 
raided tho Carlson cottage in which Dr. 
f’ronin is believed to have been murdered, 
an i succeeded in getting away with pieces 
o f Die flooring aud walls covered with 
spots of Cranin’s blood. 
Old man Carlson 
and his son-in-law, Mr. Lindgren, wore 
a « ne in the cottage when a carriage con­ 
taining four men and a driver stopped at 
the gate. 
Lindgren recognized l awyer 
Forrest as ono of tho men, but ho did not 
know the others. 
I nwyer Forest and the 
other throo men alighted, leaving tho car­ 
riage in charge of tho driver. 
Mr. Carl­ 
son wont to the door, and ono of the 
strangers asked him for permission to step 
inside to examine tho rooms 
Tho old man told them to cuter and all 
four of them did so. 
The cottage has 
been arranged for the inspection of visi­ 
tors by the building of a railing across the 
cornor of the room. 
Visitors who are 
admitted can look at tho blood spots and 
a t tho I lood-stained furniture from beyond 
the railing, but are not permitted to stop 
over it. 
Forrest and his three companions 
ranged themselves along the railing and 
gazed apparently with great curiosity at tho 
broken rocking-chair and the washstand 
and the spots of blood upon the wall. 
Suddenly Forrest leaped over the railing, 
and commenced digging up pieces of floor­ 
ing with a jack knife. 
Mr. Carlson, who 
is a feeble old man, attempted to stop 
him, but Forrest easily pushed him back. 
Carlson then drew a revolver from his 
pocket and, aiming it at Forrest’s head, 
ordered him out of the room. 
Lindgren 
stepped up and caught Forrest by the 
shoulders and attempted to throw him 
back over the railing. 
At this juncture 
tho three men accompanying the lawyer 
jnm ped over the railing and joined him. 
They succeeded in taking tho revolver 
away from Carlson 
and in throwing 
Lindgren down upon tho floor and hold­ 
ing him there. 
Forrest went on with 
his work and cut 
several pieces out 
of tho floor where the blood-spots were 
thickest. 
He also cut a piece out of the 
baseboard just beneath the spot upon the 
wall-paper where the blood splashed when 
Cronin was struck in the head. 
Two of 
the mon were holding Lindgren and old 
man Carlson was powerless to prevent 
Forrest and his companion from accom­ 
plishing their object. 
Having secured the 
specimens from tho blood-stained wood­ 
work, Forrest and his throo accomplices 
left. 
Tho driver whipped up his horses and a 
minute after tho party had disappeared 
around the corner. 
Lindgren went to the 
Lake View station in the evening and re­ 
ported what had happened. 
Lieut. Koch 
detailed several officers but they were not 
able to find Forrest. 
Old man Carlson 
aud Lindgren can give but a vague de­ 
scription of the men who were with the 
lawyer. 
The men wore all largo and 
heavily built, and had apparently 
been 
selected for fighting purposes. 
No arrests havo been been made in the 
m atter and Lieut. Koch said th at none 
would be made at present a t least not 
uutil ho had hoard from someone higher 
in authority than himself.

A London F orger A rrested A fter C aptur­ 
ing Fargo, D. T ., w ith a B ogus T itle. 
F argo, I). T., Sept. IO.—Oswald Riddle 
Miles, alias Leonard Morris, alias the 
brother of tho Earl of Durham, alias the 
Earl of Chester, has been arrested hero by 
a Scotland Y ard detective on a charge 
of forging the name of Woodall Sc Co., 
London brokers, to paper for £1,500. 
Miles came to Fargo about five weeks 
ago bearing forged lofters of introduction 
from Vanderbilt and numerous influential 
men and members of clubs in New York 
and England. 
He mot by chance J. H. 
Edwards, agent of the bonanza Guardian 
farm, and passed himself off as the brother 
of tho Earl of Durham, an undergraduate 
of Oxford, and traveling in America for 
pleasure incognito under tho name of 
Leonard Morris. Ho accompanied Mr. Ed­ 
wards to view the bonanza farm. 
Ho 
made many acquaintances there, scattered 
his money broadcast, and with Mr. Ed­ 
wards and other prominent mon came to 
Fargo. 
He stopped at the leading hotel, 
registering as the Hon. Leonard Morris, 
England, and within a very short time 
was hail fellow well met with a score or 
more. 
His money fairly flowed and no 
one was allowed to contribute a cent while 
in tho “earl’s” company. 
A t the time of tho Republican State 
convention ho signified a great desire 
to witness tho proceedings and study 
politics. 
Such men as 
Gen. 
Allen, 
Col. 
Howell, 
Jud 
Lamoure, 
and oth­ 
ers prominent in politics readily satisfied 
his every wish. 
In 
society 
he stood 
on 
the top round. 
No party or private 
gathering of the elite was complete with­ 
out tho urbane “earl incognito.” Strange 
stories soon began to gain circulation. He 
had been seen riding down Broadway with 
the demi-monde. 
Society dulled a trifle. 
His money flowed all the faster and he cut 
a wide swath until ho was arrested and 
taken East to answer for his crime.

to this that at certain hours in tho day it 
will turn to a particular line of duty, nnd 
at othor hours to othor and different labors. 
Tho vory diversity Is restful, when at­ 
tended to in regular order. 
Rut let thes< 
run together, and tho| duties mixed, nnd 
what boforo was easy is now annoying and 
oppressive, and tho oxact difference bo 
twcon many is at this point 
There are 
thoso who confuse and rush, and attempt 
to do several things at onco and accum 
plish littlo, while another will quietly 
proceed from ono duty to another, anti 
easily accomplish a vast amount of work. 
The difference is not in tho capacity of the 
two, but in tho regular mothods of tho ono, 
as compared with tho irregular nnd con­ 
fused habits oftho othor.

TH E C O S T O F HORSE FEED . 


Interesting Facts and Figures— 
Condition and Needs of the 
Department. 


The quarterly report of Chief Engineer 
Blunk 
wee reed at the council meeting 
last evening. The report contains con­ 
siderable valuable information, especial­ 
ly in relation to feeding horses, the re­ 
port giving the detailed expel sea cf the 
first years’ experience in feeding horses 
by the oity. The report is as follow*:— 
To the Mayor aud Common Council: 
G e n t l e m e n :—I herewith submit my 
report of the operations of the fire de­ 
partment for the three months ending 
with date. 
Since June 3d, the date of my last 
quarterly report, the department has re­ 
sponded to 12 alarms, making 3-1 calls or 
runs since Janupry first, being the larged 
number in the history of the fire depart­ 
ment. Details of each fire will be pub­ 
lished in my annual report od the first of 
January. 
During the last three months I have 
purchased subsistence for the depart­ 
ment horses as follows:

No occasion has 
yet precented itself to thoroughly test 
the utility cf this innovation in oar 
tiro department, although two or three 
small fires have been extinguished by 
the nee of fire extinguishers, thus un­ 
doubtedly preventing eerions damage by 
water. The company is well equipped 
with property saving appliances, and 
I have do doubt that it will meet all the 
requirements of its most enthusiastic 
supporters.
